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This index is alphabetically arranged in one alphabet — author, subject and title — for 
the convenience of both librarian and patron. 

140 collections have been analyzed for this work, an addition of 51 new titles not included 
in the first edition. Selection of collections was made in the same manner as the original work, 
and suitable books which were published up to the year 1948 are included. 

In the field of dialogs it was decided to limit their inclusion to those of two characters 
only — really “dualogs.” 

700 subjects are included in this revised index, including cross references. Of this num- 
ber, 158 are new headings not found in the earlier work. The subject headings used, in most 
cases, have been “coined” especially for monologs and dialogs. The assignment of subject 
headings was determined by a consideration of two factors; (1) the choice of a monolog or 
dialog by users who want something in a given subject, (2) the location of a monolog or dialog 
by users who have forgotten the author and title but still remember the subject. There are no 
subject headings however, for humor, juvenile, male or female characters: these distinctions 
are indicated by abbreviations under each individual title entry. Since the majority of mono- 
logs and dialogs are humorous, it was decided to indicate only those that were not humorous. 

The original work was so well praised that we feel all reference librarians will consider 
this enlarged edition a needed library tool. 
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This index is a companion volume to the author’s “Index to Full Length Plays, 
1926-1944" (Faxon, 1946) and includes a selection of full-length plays published in Eng- 
lish during the years 1895 to 1925. For convenience in research work, plays published 
in Collections and which have a later copyright date than 1925 have also been included 
in this index.

KENNETH R. SHAFFER

There is nothing in his background to ex- 
plain why Kenneth Raymond Shaffer is a col- 
lege dean, a librarian, a New Englander and 
a bachelor. His father’s family had, in sev- 
eral generations, moved west to Indiana from 
Pennsylvania and into business from farm- 
ing; his mother’s family had moved from 
German settlements in Poland toward land 
in the Midwest. Both families had strong 


drives toward land, gregariousness and pro- 
creation. In Indianapolis Robert M. and 
Clara Griestow Shaffer produced first M. 
Robert who was to become logically enough 
a successful businessman and Kenneth who, 
driven toward none of the traditional family 
desires, became irretrievably entangled with 
books from his first acquaintance with them. 

Not that books have been, for Shaffer, 
enough in themselves. It has been in books 
and people — people as they relate to books 
and, occasionally, people as antidotes to 
bookishness — that he has found a combina- 
tion to challenge his ingenuity and his abili- 
ties, a chance to perfect his gamesmanship. 
Few others practice gamesmanship with such 
seriousness and so much humor, with such 
insight into the tactics of his opponents and 
such devastating ability to claim the game 
when those opponents are most confident. 

The game began in earnest when teen-aged 
Shaffer made league against the respectable 
and matter-of-fact in Indianapolis with com- 
panions who were raffish and bright. They 
could teach him French, albeit with a Slavic 
accent that, it is alleged, still persists. At 
this time his English, too, began to carry ac- 
cents, personal rather than regional, which 
have been ever since most unsettling to those 
who failed to recognize in them another gam- 
bit of Shaffer’s gamesmanship. Hundreds of 
students have had to be reassured that they 
are perfectly correct in giving a hard sound 
to the first vowel in “librarian,” rather than 
the soft sound which is Shaffer’s personal 
idiom. 

For Shaffer the language of banter, argu- 
ment and exposition was so closely tied to 
books that dealing with them offered a most 
natural career. Through his college years at 
Butler University, books were magnets, and 
upon graduation they drew him to the great- 
est store of books in Indianapolis, the Indiana 
State Library. There, in 1935, he went to 
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work as an assistant, ill-paid but not ill- 
served, for Harold Brigham and his staff set 
standards of professional excellence against 
which Shaffer still measures library services. 
In 1938 he became Head of Acquisitions and 
in 1940 took leave of absence to enter the 
University of Illinois Library School. During 
that year he soaked up what he did not know 
so fast that his teachers assumed that he 
had arrived knowing it, and displayed a 
savoir faire so tangible that one could bal- 
ance a bottle of beer (25 cents a quart) on it. 
Returning to Indiana, Shaffer served the 
state library until 1942, when the University 
of Indiana spotted him and he was named 
Assistant Director of Libraries there. His 
abilities in a dozen directions were developed 
under Robert A. Miller and in helping to run 
a large library during the difficult war years 
he hit his stride as a librarian. His abilities 
brought him to the attention of library 
leaders who were trying to provide postwar 
help to libraries which had been destroyed 
or isolated during the war. In 1945 he went 
to Washington and was charged with trans- 
lating an idea into the American Book Center 
for War Devastated Libraries. No librarian 
could have carried out the assignment more 
effectively. With ingenuity and confidence he 
set about raising a budget of $200,000 and 
obtaining services worth at least as much 
more, building a temporary organization, 
publicizing the need and the organization 
and arranging for receipt of the books in 
dozens of war-torn countries. Before he left 
the American Book Center in the fall of 1946 
the shipment of hundreds of thousands of 
volumes to libraries abroad had begun. 
Perhaps the unlikliest next move for 
Shaffer was to a library school; his irrever- 
ence and humor, it was generally conceded, 
would have too many tempting targets. Yet 
President Bancroft Beatley of Simmons Col- 
lege saw in Shaffer the man to guide the Sim- 
mons School of Library Science through a 
period of change and growth. In 1946 Shaffer 
became Director of that school and in 1949 
he added the title of Director of the college 
library. Changes were inevitable in all li- 
brary schools; their curricula must be re- 
vitalized by emphasizing intellectual content 
rather than methods, the schools must adopt 
standards suitable to recognized graduate 
schools, their faculties must borrow heavily 
and adapt for use in librarianship the knowl- 
edge and the methods of the basic disciplines. 
Simmons College, long respected as a wo- 
men’s school, was prepared to admit men to 
graduate work. Shaffer, working with a strong 
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faculty, largely achieved these changes in his 
first three years at Simmons. 

The School of Library Science became less 
of a New England institution and more of a 
national asset. It began to draw more stu- 
dents from outside of New England and out- 
side of this country and it placed its grad- 
uates widely. The latter development alarmed 
many New Englanders who even now would 
prefer that the Simmons school serve New 
England libraries by providing librarians at 
whatever salaries are current in New Eng- 
land. But the school has continued to have a 
strong impact in its region. Shaffer and other 
members of the faculty have carried heavy 
loads of committee and organizational duties, 
have served formally or informally as consul- 
tants to many libraries in the area and have 
been deeply involved in plans and projects 
for developing library service in the region. 
Without Shaffer, his colleagues and their 
graduate librarians, New England librarian- 
ship would indeed be impoverished. 

The contents and methods of courses at 
Simmons have changed much since 1946. 
Especially striking is the change in the course 
in administration, most often taught by 
Shaffer. In recent years he has drawn upon 
the experience of law, medical and business 
schools in using the case method of teaching. 
He and a few assistants have developed the 
skills necessary to gather and to present 
studies of how libraries are administered in 
specific instances. The course now approaches 
the realities of a librarian’s life more closely 
than any previous course in administration. 

Though the Simmons school has grown and 
improved, it has remained ill-housed. A two 
million dollar building, combining the college 
library and offices and classrooms for the 
School of Library Science will, however, soon 
be under construction. If Shaffer’s consultant- 
ships on other buildings can be turned to 
profit on his own, Simmons will be able by 
1960 to demonstrate how well a building can 
be tailored to meet the needs of a college li- 
brary and a library school. 

In his many writings Shaffer is consistently 
serious as he advocates, explains or exhorts. 
His contributions of the past twenty years 
cover a wide range of subjects. These in- 
clude: work with the blind, the preservation 
of historical materials, aid to war devastated 
libraries, historical reviews, certain rare im- 
prints and their importance, and a good many 
phases of library administration. A careless 
count chalks up 50 articles in a score of jour- 
nals, including a prison publication. In June 
of this year the Shoestring Press will publish 
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his first volume of case studies, “25 Cases in 
Library Personnel Administration,” to be 
followed soon by ‘“‘25 Cases in Public Library 
Trustee Relationships.” 

If Shaffer in print is a serious, well-rounded 
librarian, he is in person irreverent and 
many faceted (but never well-rounded). His 
sympathies are broad and his tolerance for 
novelty is great; this makes him a liberal in 
politics, but a liberal with a cold and fishy 
eye for enthusiasms and group causes. The 
sports he fancies — fencing and riding — are 
aristocratic, his tastes in food and liquor 
catholic, his collection of art works avant 
garde, his hobby of photography hopelessly 
middle class, his need for entertainment so 
slight that he lives without television and 
without a telephone. 
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Shaffer chooses his entertainment chiefly 
with one or a few close friends, and if those 
friends are fortunate he tells stories — how 
well embellished! — of earlier generations 
of his family. He prefers to take vacations in 
spots so remote that most people have never 
heard of them. His sense of mission shows 
most clearly in the direction that he gives to 
the careers of former students. And day by 
day it is the vagaries and the ironies of life, 
the drama that is apparent only to the dra- 
matic and the curiosities of human relation- 
ships that feed his great capacity for enjoy- 
ment. Though Shaffer in midstream deserves 
many credits, one accolade is particularly 
his: he alone has mixed librarianship and 
gamesmanship to produce an important 
career.

Watson, Georce, editor. The Concise Cambridge 
Bibliography of English Literature, 600-1950. Con- 
densed from the five-volume CBEL, this list of writings 
from Caedmon to Dylan Thomas is not only handy 
but, as the dust jacket truly says, “indispensable” for 
students of Britain’s poetry and prose. After citing 
reference works, histories, anthologies, grammars and 
dictionaries, the Concise CBEL arranges its more than 
400 authors alphabetically in six periods: Old English, 
Middle English, Renaissance to Restoration, Restoration 
to Romantics, 19th Century, and 20th Century (to 
1950). Each period has its bibliographies, literary 
histories and anthologies; each author has both his 
major work plus books about him. American and Com- 
monwealth writers are not included—though Henry 
James, T. S. Eliot, and (strangely enough) Thomas 
Paine are—but secondary material is by critics of all 
countries. Some may quibble about whether an author 
should be placed in the 19th or 20th Century listings— 
it seems odd, for example, to find G. B. Shaw on the 
next page to Mary and Percy Bysshe Shelley—yet this 
is unimportant. Some may wonder also, at least in 
this country, about the inclusion of R. G. Collingwood, 
Cyril Connolly, L. P. Hartley, and L. H. Myers: this 
too is of small matter. What does matter is that errors 
seem few—Nehls’s Lawrence biography is “composite,” 
not “corporate” (p. 229)—and there is nothing in its 
field so well done, so useful, so complete within its 
scope as the Concise CBEL. English literary students 
are indebted to Mr. Watson. The book is well designed, 
printed and bound.

THE LITERARY REPUTATION OF GEORGE ELIOT’S FICTION 
A SUPPLEMENTARY BIBLIOGRAPHY 


By JaMes D. Barry

In the years 1883, 1892, and 1904 there appeared three extensive bibliographies of George 
Eliot: John P. Anderson, “Bibliography,” appended to Oscar Browning, Life of George Eliot, Great 
Writers, ed. Eric S. Robertson, London, 1892; George Willis Cooke, “Bibliography,” George Eliot: 
A Critical Study of Her Life, Writings and Philosophy, London, 1883; and Frank Waldo and G. , 
A. Turkington, “Bibliography,” appended to Mathilde Blind, George Eliot, new ed., Boston, 1904. 
The purpose of this listing, then, is the supplementing of the above-named bibliographies. Though 
this guide makes no claim to completeness, it provides a lengthy list of significant references 
(chiefly in English) valuable for the changes in Eliot’s reputation which they manifest as well 
as for their intrinsic critical interest. The three bibliographies being supplemented are very large 
(the largest, Waldo and Turkington, having approximately 375 items); yet these early compilers 
missed some important entries included here, notably those in The Atheneum, Harper's New 
Monthly Magazine, and The Times. 


Although it is sometimes difficult to distinguish between a mere biographical sketch and a 
biographical treatment which includes more than passing remarks on Eliot’s novels, this list ex- 
cludes references judged merely biographical. Other classifications of entries omitted from this 
bibliography are the following: those concerned with (1) Eliot’s poetry, (2) the topography of 
Eliot’s country, (3) the proper method of teaching her fiction, notably Silas Marner; and (4) 
adaptations of novels or parts of novels to dramatic form, notably Silas Marner, (5) reviews of 
books on George Eliot, (6) introductions to various editions of her works, (7) works which give 
only passing attention to her fiction, and (8) unpublished dissertations and theses. References in 
this bibliography which seem to belong to one of these classifications have been inserted here be- 
cause of their significant criticism and/or their importance for tracing Eliot’s reputation. The 
fiction, essays, poetry and letters of George Eliot are also omitted; but The George Eliot Letters, 
= ~. ed. Gordon S. Haight, 7 vols., New Haven, 1954-55, contains many important letters 
about Eliot. 


Anonymous articles are given under the periodical in which they appeared. When the author 
of an unsigned article has been determined, his name has been placed within parentheses. Collec- 
tions of letters are given under the name of the letter writer, not the editor. For studies which 
take up Eliot as part of a larger discussion, titles and page numbers have been given for those sec- 
tions devoted to Eliot. Entries which have scattered references to Eliot, such as collections of 
letters, do not carry these page numbers. Although this bibliography includes criticisms published 
in 1957, it is primarily a supplement through the first one hundred years of criticism, therefore 
through 1956. Only the following common abbreviations have been used: ELH Journal of 
English Literary History; NCF Nineteenth-Century Fiction; PMLA _ Publications of the Mod- 
ern Language Association of America.

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CARSON McCULLERS, 1940-1956: A SELECTED CHECKLIST

As the title suggests, this list is by no means definitive. Rather, it provides a working core 
toward a bibliography of Carson McCullers. I have omitted all materials relevant to the screen ver- 
sion of The Member of the Wedding, as well as the greater portion of reviews of the play. Included 
are all the published volumes of the author, including paperbacks, and such stories, articles, poems, 
criticism and reviews as I could find by use of standard bibliographical sources. Then too, a 
somewhat haphazard perusal of unindexed materials yielded entries, since much of Miss McCullers’ 
work seems to have been published in such magazines as Vogue, Harper’s Bazaar and Botteghe Os- 
cure. It was necessary, however, to exclude all translations and writings in foreign languages. It 
is important to note that Miss McCullers is highly respected on the Continent; certainly foreign pub- 
lications and critical estimates of her work would seem to be the logical next step in research on 
this writer. 


Within each section of the list, the arrangement is, first, alphabetical by author and entry, then 
chronological. In certain cases I have included titles dated later than 1956, but only those which 
are readily available in bibliographical guides. 

One story deserves special mention. “Like That,” often said to have appeared in Story, and 
apparently paid for by the publishers, actually never saw print. The story is, it seems, an incipi- 
ent “ghost.” Since Story is defunct, possibly only Miss McCullers can resolve the problem sur- 
rounding “Like That,” which she may have published under a different title. 


Finally, this is by no means an annotated bibliography. In certain instances, however, it has 
been advisable to note briefly the nature of an article when the title is uninformative or mislead- 
ing. I have not noted where biographical sketches accompany stories or articles in anthologies. Nor 
have I included portraits, paintings, or photographs. Though possibly quite interesting in themselves, 
the almost constant overlap would have been awkward. For example, “How I Began to Write” 
begins beneath a most impressive sketch of the author. And the problem of deciding what con- 
stituted a portrait (many biographical notes are accompanied by a tiny snapshot) seemed afield 
from the central purpose of this checklist.

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SIR GEOFFREY KEYNES’S BIBLIOGRAPHY OF JOHN DONNE 
A REVIEW WITH ADDENDA

John Donne, at once one of England’s greatest poets and most outstanding churchmen, has 
had the good luck in this century to attract scholars and critics of note on both sides of the Atlantic. 
This holds true in Donne bibliographical research, for Sir Geoffrey Keynes has not only amassed an 
enviable Donne collection himself, but has written widely on many subjects in this area and served 
as president of The Bibliographical Society. His first edition of A Bibliography of the Works of Dr 
John Donne (Cambridge: The Baskerville Club, 1914, xii, 168 pp.) was published in an edition 
of 300 copies; a second edition, A Bibliography of Dr. John Donne (Cambridge: At the Univers- 
ity Press, 1932, xiv, 196 pp.) was longer, had more illustrations, and 350 copies were issued. We 
now have a third edition of 750 copies (Cambridge: At The University Press, 1958, xix, 285 pp., 
$18.50), considerably larger and improved in many ways: although there are no startling new 
discoveries, there is new information in the bibliographical prefaces (to each of the Donne works), 
and the range of the book has been extended in other directions. The six appendixes — dealing 
with John Donne the younger, John Done, books dedicated to Donne, books from Donne’s library, 
biography and criticism, and iconography—take up almost half of the new edition. There are 12 
colotype reproductions, including the title-page of a presentation copy of Pseudo-Martyr; and 28 
title-pages are reproduced by line engravings. 

Library holdings, the fairly full index, the list of Donne’s own books, early references to 
Donne (and Professor R. G. Howarth’s supplement to this list), and the location of copies of 
Donne’s works: all these features add to the value of this monument of bibliography, which is an 
evidence of the enduring interest in John Donne. Such evidence is further seen in the growth of 
secondary source material. In the 1914 edition Dr. Keynes listed only 40 items; in the 1932 edi- 
tion this had grown to 151 items; and in the present edition, with the assistance of most of the 
articles in my own John Donne Since 1900 (Boston: The F. W. Faxon Company, 1942) and 
Professor Wesley Milgate, the list of biographical and critical articles and books is well over 
1,000, many of them gathered in the first part of the Keynes volume under the Donne books re- 
viewed by the critics. 


Reluctant to include the section headed ‘Biography and Criticism’, Sir Geoffrey makes no 
claim ‘that it is complete, nor is it likely to be entirely accurate’ in the ‘enormously swollen list 
that has accumulated since 1900’. The 1900-1957 list is the third in this Appendix V section—the 
other two are 1597-1699 and 1700-1899—and is arranged alphabetically. The errors are surprising- 
ly few for such a long list: for example, Bewley is spelled Bewdley (p. 238); Personalist is written 
Personalia (p. 239); Explicator articles are sometimes given page numbers when item numbers 
are meant; Minto’s 1880 article (p. 248) should be among the 1700-1899 items; seicento is spelled 
secento (p. 250, under Praz); cross-references are not full; a few titles are telescoped, and vol- 
ume or page numbers are occasionally missing, such as Stein’s Sewanee Review article (p. 255), 
which should be LII, 1944, pp. 288-301. However, these are trifling indeed. More important are 
the omissions, and—just as I did in 1942 with more than 500 addenda to Dr. Keynes’s second 
edition— I should like to add these more than 200 items below to 1900-1957 Donneana for the 
benefit of those interested in the Dean of Saint Paul’s and his writing. 

The reviews at the beginning of this list are of Donne books in the main section of Dr. Keynes’s 
bibliography, and the numbers refer to items in his volume.
